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that was bozne blinds, fo 
PA whom our Sauiour Chzifſ 
3 2 bad reſtozed his fight, 
WED And bee was occaſfoned 
NE ERS: hereunto by the enuieus, 
and ignoꝛant Whariles , who ſa(d in the 
verſe 24. that they knew Chzilt to be a 
ſinner. And in the verſ. 29. that they knew 
not whence hee was: that is, whether his 
doctrine and miracles were of God, oz of 
A3 Sathan. 
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The Blinde mans Sermon. 
Sathan. In the verſe 3o. he cloſely repzo- 


aeth their ignozance by wap of admiratff- 
on: Doubtleſſe this is a marueilous thing 


that you know not whence hee is! &c, 
| Now in this verſe he goeth fozward), teas 
ching them, and pꝛouing vnto them that 
Chꝛiſt is not a ſinner , and that he is of 
God. That Chꝛiſt is not a ſinner, he p20, 
eth in this verſe, and thus he argueth : 

| God heareth not ſinners, 

But God hath heard this man : 
Therefore this man is not a (inner. 
The Aſſumption, namelp, that G O D 
bath heard him, he pzoneth in the verſ. 32. 
his argument being dzawne from the effect 

of Gods power in him, namelp, the won⸗ 
derkull Miracle that he wꝛought, in reſto⸗ 
ring him to his ſight, which he amplifieth 
by the compariſon of all times: Since the 
world began, it was neuer heard that any 
man opened the eyes of one that was borne 
blind. The greatnes of the Piracle eppea⸗ 
reth herein, that being bozne blind, he had 
no eyes, therfoze it mult nieds follolv, that 
hee made him new eyes : and her that can 
make eyes, can alſo create a man, which 
none can doe except God alone, and he to 
whom God giueth power to doe if. The 
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The Pꝛopoſition is a doctrine, which 
he firſt confirmeth by the ground, that is, 
the common knowledge and conſent of all 
men, in the firſk woꝛds, (We know.] Se⸗ 
condly, he illuſtrateth the ſame by the con⸗ 
trarp, [Bur if any man be a worſhipper of 


God, and doth his will, him hee heareth.] 


Meerein therefoze thꝛe things are to be 
handled. Firſt, the ground of the Doctrine, 
Secondlp, the Doctrine it lelfe. Thirdly , 
the illuſtration thereof.

24. cloſelp deriding their ignoꝛance. As if 


her had ſatd, you Phariſes, that are puft vp 


with pꝛide and vaine⸗gloꝛy, whoſe hearts 
Satan hath filled with couetouſncs, whoſe 
minds the poyſon of blacke cnup hath blin⸗ 
ded, c whoſe iudgments, woꝛldly luſts haue 
toꝛrupted, that you nepther will, noz can 
diſcern the truth, noꝛ iudge righteous iudg⸗ 
ment, vou know this man to be a ſinner. 

a4 Becauſe 
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Becauſe this man conuinceth pou of open 
rebellfon againſt & O D, laping open the 
foule coꝛruptions of pour hearts, which 
with pour ſubtle deluſtons of Almes, Fa- 
ting, and Pꝛaper, pou keepe ſecret and 
cloſe within your ſclues,from the eyes of 
the poze Commons; and becanſe be glozf- 
ficth not pour perſons, neither any whit 
reſpecteth pou in the ſight of the people, 
which would be honoured and called Rabbi 
ok eucrp man; but contrarily repꝛaueth 
pour pꝛide, couetouſneſſe, cruelty in denou⸗ 


wherebp pou thinke pour lelues greatly 
diſgraced, therfoze are you incenſed in mas 
lice, enup, and hatred againſt him.deuiſing 
E plotting againſt him, (&king to inſnare 
and intangle him in his (peches, if by any 
meanes, colour, oz pꝛetence, pou might 
bzing him within the compaſſe of treaſon, 
oz danger of Law. Mende it is that enen 
contrarp to your owne knowledge, van ſap 
that you know him to be a ſinner, But J 
that haue bone affiiccd euer ſince J was 
bozne, that haue euer till now bozne this 
heaup croſſe of blindnefle, + now at length 
haue obtained mercy,that not onely bodilp 
eyes ſhould be giuen me, to behold this

ring widdowes houſes, and hypotriſte, 
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comfoztable light of the Sun, but the eyes 
of my mind ſhould be opened to behold the 
ſon of God,J and ſuch as 3, cuen we know 
that this man is not a ſinner, whatſocneritf 
pleaſeth you to know and iudge of him.

it is not grounded on any principle in na- 
ture, therfoze it is as great a wonder alſo, 
that any man ſhould beigue it, but that if 
ſhould be rather to the Jew a ſtumbling 
block, e to the Gentiles foliſhnes. In Mat. 
11. Our Sauiour Chꝛiſt had pꝛeached the 
Golpel to thꝛee great ⁊ populous cities, Co- 
razim, Bethſaida, and Capernaum, whereof 
Capernaum was euen lifted vp to Meauen 
with the wealth, pompe, and pꝛide of this 
wozld. In this city there were many rich 
Perchants 
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Perchants , that had knowledge enough 


by their traffique to encreaſe their ſub⸗ 
ſtance.

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and to ſtriue fo2 pꝛeheminence, as the fa⸗ 


ſwion ofthe moꝛld is. Lazarus the beggar 
found matter of rctoycing and giozping 
in Chziſt, though depziued of all carthlp 


reiopcing and glozping in Chꝛiſt onely , 
Plalme 4 6.7.8, As other men, cuen the 


men of this wozld retsyced and gloziced in 


the increaſe of their ſubſtance, with the 
rich man in Luke 12:Sohe onthe contras 
rv reiopced in the loue, fauour, and counte⸗ 
nance of the Lozd. And Pſalm. 119. Thy 
Law is deerer vnto mee , than thouſands 
of gold and ſiluer. And Paul the Apoſtle 
found matter of gloꝛping in Chꝛiſt onelp: 
Phil. 3. 8. He counteth all things loſſe for 


Chriſt, and tudgeth them tobe but doung. | 
And as concerning any wozldip thing, hee 


will gioꝛy onelp in his inürmities, and res 
fopce in this, that he is counted wozthy to 
ſuffer foꝛ Chꝛiſts cauſe. 

Theſe thꝛee examples teach all men, of 


all eſtates, degræs, and callings, to retopce | 
in Chꝛiſt alone, and to eſteme of them⸗ 


ſelucs by their Chꝛiſtianity, not by woꝛld⸗ 


ly pzcrogat!iues. Foz, as foz the pꝛophane | 
rich, though he had all the woꝛld, with the 


glozp ther col, vet the loſle of all ſhall be his 
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inheritance : and thegodlp paze , though 
be want all, oz rather ſœme to want all 
foꝛ the time pꝛeſent, pet (hail he haue not 
onely this woꝛld, but the wozld to come fo 
his inheritance. 

Thirdlp, this rekoꝛmeth the erronious 
conceit of them who mcaſure men by the 
meaſure of their learning: they haue in⸗ 
dede the greateſt meanes and helpes, but 
the grace of God is the onely cauſe reuea⸗ 
ling the miſtery of Chꝛiſtianitp, to whom 
hee will. Other wile the moſt learned men 
are often the moſt enemies of Chꝛiſt, and 
Chꝛiſtians, and when thep thinke them⸗ 
ſelues fo be moſt wiſe > they become the 
greateſt foles, To this purpoſe Dauid ac⸗ 


Anowledgeth, Plal. 119. 8.99. 100. That 


he had moze duderſtanding than his tea⸗ 
chers, than the ancient, than epther the 
man of great reading, 02 the man of much 
obſeruation, and great experience bp reas 
ſon of peeres, And why: becauſe he kept 
the commaundements Foz indeede how 


much a man pꝛactiſeth, ſo much hee ſaning-

ly knoweth, and vnderſtandeth. Me that 
knoweth a country z and can plainelp de- 
ſcribe it onely by the mappe, is not to be 


compared with him that hath trauailed 
B 3 if 
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it thꝛough, although the one be learned and 
_ eloquent , and the other vnlcarned, and 
plaine of ſpech. The man that hath no 
taſt, may by relation ot others, talke , and | 
diſcourſe of taſts, and the differences ther⸗ 


of; euen ſo may he talke much of the Lozd, 
that neuer taſted how ſweet the Lozd is, 
and ſpcake much of the Scriptures, in 
whom thep were never powerfull to his 
connerſion. Mereof the Loꝛd complaineth 


by leremy; They ſay the Lordliveth, and 


yet they ſweare falſly, Ier. 5. 2. Likewiſe by 


Ezechiell : They ſay, let vs goe and heare 


the word of the Lord, and lit before the | 
Preacher,asthepcople vſcth to do, but their 
heart gocth after their couetoulnetle, and

Firſt, he granteth the wicked, and 
rebeilious their requeſts and deſtres of in- 
dignation and w2ath. The Iſraelites bes

| thieſt of them, yea, and ſmote downe the | 


| | choſen men that were in Iſraell. The rich 1 
| man, Luke 12. had his deſires granted: foz '

they not knowing what they doe. Fire na⸗ 
turallp deſtreth nouriſhment oz fuell, ⁊ wee 
giue it the ſame, that we may do our wozks 
with it: pet fire intendeth not the doing ol 
dur 
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- | our woꝛke, but the conſuming of it: Theres 
s | fozc we call if a god ſeruant, but an enill 
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maſter. The Deuill and the wicked are 
as fire in their owne natures, deftroyers; 
pet by accident (as J may lap ) thep are 
builders and repaprers, fcz ſuch is the 
power, wiſedome, and gwovnefſe of God, 
as that he doth his owne woke by con⸗ 
trarp meanes. In this reſpea the Lo26 
calls Nabuchadnezzar his ſeruant, in that 


by him he puniſhed the rebellious Jewes. 
Nabuchadnezzar did this out of his coue⸗ 


touſneſſe, and pztde of his heart, magnifp⸗ 
ing himſe:feagainft God, and his people, 


But what was the reward of this his (ers 
uice: what he did out of his own euil heart 
was one thing; what the Lozd did out of 
his power and wiledome.ts another thing. 
His wages was accozding to his owne 
wozke,Eſay 33. Woeto thee that ſpoyleſt, 
and waſt not ſpoyled, and doſt wickedly, 
and they did not wickedly againſt thee: 
when thou ſhalt ceaſe to ſpoyle, thou ſhalt 


be ſpoyled: when thou ſhalt make an end 


of doing wickedly, they thall doe wicked-

The ſpirit maketh 
requeſt for vs, with ſig hes that cannot be 
expreſſed. Such holy motions and rauiſh- 
ments doth the ſpirit ot God woꝛke in our 
hearts, as that we are not able to expꝛeſſe 
the lame in wozts, but with fiabes, cuen 
as when weꝛds fatle vs, wee vie to declare 
our mindes by geſtures, Buch pꝛapers 
come as it were, uimmid!ately from the ſpi⸗ 
rit, with little vſe of mans diſcourſe, and 
phantaſte, and no vſe of the tongue. Eſau 
p2ayed with weeping eyes, but with a pꝛo⸗ 
phane heart, therefoꝛe he is not hcard, The 
Phariſes make long pꝛapers with an hp- 
pocriticall heart, therefoze they are not 
heard. But Moſes pꝛaprd onclp in minde, 
and his deſire is heard, Exod, 14.15. ca, 
the Loꝛd accepted his pzapcr as much as tf 
he had earneſtly cryed : therefoze the Lozd 
ſapd to him, Why cryeſt thou? Goe for- 
ward with the people. So Anna pzaped 
in ber h:art with ſubmille and vnperfcc 
woꝛds, which cauſed Eli to thinke that ſhe 
was dzunke, 1 Sam. 1.13. Therefoze the 
202d heard her. And hence it is * the 
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Foz this feruency argueth that a man pꝛai⸗ 
eth in the ſpirit, which ouercommeth the 
daines and dꝛowſines of the fieſh, which 
quencheth and opp2eſleth the ſpirit, 

This wee may ſ in the heaup and flee- 
pp Diſciples , Matth. 2 6. 40. though they 
had a willingneſſe, and deſire to watch, 
and to pꝛap, pet the fleſh quciied and dul⸗ 
led the ſpirit.

mire and dirt, our liues a ſinfull race of ini- 
quity to iniquity, growing riper in trel⸗ 
paſſes and ſinnes then we doe in ycarcs. 
Innumerable ate the ſinnes of onr des 
ceitfull hearts. Which foꝛ want of knows 
ledge of our ſelues, and due examination, 
we paſſe by, without confeſſton, without 
ſozrow,without repentance x amendment. 
Dur omiſſion of ail god ducties towards 
thy mateſtp, towards our bꝛethꝛen, and tos 
wards our ſelues is infinite, And the ſins 
that we daily commit againſt our owne 
knowledges, and conſciences, thzgugh pze- 
ſumption, and carnall ſecurity, are without 
number. And pet our Conſciences accuſe 
vs, and we ferle by wofuli experience, how 
_ fallof wants, imperfections, and fratlty 
we are, how pꝛone to all euill, how backs 
ward to all godnes. how doubt full, diſtruſt- 
fall, fearefyll, and vnconſtant in euer 
| god 
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god action, yeaour whole fpirits , ſonles. 
and bodies are full of vanity and pzophane- ' 
neſſe, veadnelle, dulneſle, and d2owlinclle 
in thy woꝛſhip and ſeruice. And whereas 
thy gednefle toward vs is endleſte, in pou⸗ 
ring plenttfullp vpon vs all tempszall be- 
nefits and ſpirituall bleſlings; Pet (ach 
is our vnthankefuincfſe, as that the one 
wee ſpend vpon our luſts; and the ofher 
wee haue contemned, and negleded, o2 in 
sur liues haue not ſufficiently exp2eſſed the 
ſwetecomfo2ts thereof in thy Golpell res 
uealed vnto vs. 

But th (O deare Father ) thon haſt 
taught vs by — owne word, that thou 
Halt laued vs with an euerlaſting lone 
in Chꝛiſt Jeſus, befoze all times, and in 
time haſt heretofoze declared, and dos 
eff pet continua manileſt thy grate, and 
mercy towards all thy people, and to 
vs in ſpeciall, gluing vs thy wozd and 
woxſhippe , tn ſo peaceable and plentifull 
manner, and together with the ſame al! 
things nerdfull both fo2 ſoule and body: we 
beſech thee alſo vouchlafe this ſpectall

tion, a ropal! Pzteſt-ho> , an heip nati⸗ 
tion, a pecnttar people, ts fſhew ictth the 
vertues and graces of thy god ſpirit; ina 
ble vs fo mozfific all cuil! wezkes, and 
ſinfull Infts , that ogr liues map cryzeffe 
our light, and fatth in thee, And paincipal- 
ly glue ds victozp ouer thofe perſo ail 
ins, which thon knoweſt our nature mold

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pꝛone to commit. Powꝛe vpon bs thy ho⸗ 
ly ſpirit of wiſedome, and grace; gouerne, 
and lead vs by thy god woꝛd, that it map 
be a lanthozne to our feete , and a light to 
our paths. Do inlighten the naturall blind⸗ 
nellc of our darke hearts by thy ſpirit , as 
that wee map dailp be renued by the (ame. | 
By the which we pay the to purge the 
groſnes of our hearing, and vnderſtanding, 
th it we map cuer-moꝛe p2ofitably reade, 
heare, and vnderſland thine holp wozd,and 
heaueniy will. And to that end, O Lox, | 
beget in vs a true loue, and reverence of 
all the faithful! Miniſters of thy Goſpell : 
Giue vs melting hearts to keare and trem⸗ 
ble at thy» vopce, turbnig all woꝛldly, vainc, 
and light imaginations in vs, that com- 
manly ſhut the dw2e of the heart againſt 
the eſfeduall paſſage of thy wozd into the 
fame.

That wa map moꝛe and moꝛe amend 
aur liues, and become truly religions with⸗ 
out hypocriſte, low!y in heart without feig⸗ 
ning, ſalthlull without deceit. iopfull with⸗ 
gut zighinefle, ſas without diſtruſt, ſober 
without fothfutncife , conſcionable in all 
gur dealings without grippleneſle, content 
with that which thou ſendeſt without coue- 
touſne lle, ready to cuery god woꝛke, apt to 
dꝛalu all men from vaine and fwlith beha⸗ 
niour, bp dur lober counſelis, godip ſpe- 
ches, and religious carriage. To make 
mich of them that feare God, and centers 
falinc them gladly: fo embꝛace the ieilows 
thip of the godly wiſe , and to eſchew the 
company ot ail pꝛophane perſons, and del⸗ 
piſers ot them that at e go? : to aflilt, come 
fo2t, and inceurage the Miniſkers of thy 
wo:ze inthat high, waightp, and giozt- 
gas calling, to out vttermoft power: to gas 
ther together with them, and conffantly 
to withſtand ail ſcatterers, ſpoplecs, and 
deuourers. | 

Theſe vertuss and. graces of thy god 
fpirit, (O heaucntp Father) like as wee 
actinow- 
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acknowledge fo receſue them from the bp 
vertue of our ingraffing into the myCficall 
body of thy Sonne Jeſus Chziff, ſo wer 
beſtech ther to beget, to cheriſh, pꝛeſerue, 
and incr eaſe the ſame in vs, tha? wa may 
daily moze and mo2e be tranſtozmed ints 
the image of the that haſt franflated vs 
| out of darkenes into thy maruellous light, 
and that to thy honour and glozy, the des 
ſtruction of the kingdome of ſinne and Sa⸗ 
tan, and to the vtfer and endleffſe confuſton 
of all Jnftdells, Jdolaters, and hypocrites 
that exalt and magniſie themſelues again 
the, and thine holy oꝛdinances.
